INDIANS SUFFER 
FROM HUNGER 


Failure of Cariboo Causes Want at 
Lake Athabasca 


———— 


Athabasca Lanaing, Mar. 23.—J. Fra- 
ser, son of Co.in Fraser of Chipewayn 
arrived with dog train in the Landing 
on Monday, the 19th. He was atcom- 
panied by two men. Mr. Fraser re- 
ports that the snow is deeper this win- 
ter at Chipewyan than for seventeen 
years and at Fort Smith or Smith's 
Landing the horses are starving. 

At Fond Dulac (which means in In- 
dian “‘end of the lake”) 160 miles north- 
east of Chipewyan on Lake Athabasca. 


the Indians have been in dire straits | 


for want of food. Some 400 or 500 In- 
dians at this place depend on the car- 
iboo for food and these have not come 
as is their custom. The Indians from 
Fond Dulac travelled for nine days to- 
wards the Barren Lands in search of 
cariboo, but finding none, started to 
return and travelled seven days home- 
ward when they were overcome with 
weakness. A few of the stronger man- 
aged to reach the fort at Fond Dulac 
and report the condition of their com- 
rades, whereupon a relief party was 
sent out with fish and flour. Seven 
families of Indians who travelled in 
another direction did not return and 
it is not known whether they have 
found deer or whether they have per- 
ished. Fur bearing animals are re- 
ported plentiful ‘ar north, white fox 
and white partridge follow the deer 
| but since no deer has putin an appear- 
ance there are few if any white fox or 
partridge. 

Fine large fish weighing as much as 
much as twelve pounds are caught at 
Chipewyan, but at Fond Dulac the 
fish that are caught are small. Owing 
to the greater depth of the water there 
the natives do not set their nets dee; 
enough to catch the larger fish. Flour 
at Fond Dulac is $10 per sack. Mr 
Fraser is on his way to tdmonton to 
get supplies which he will ship north 
as soon as navigation opens. 

Captain Barber of Winnipeg is build- 
ing . boat here which will ply on Les- 
ser Slave Lake. She is a side wheeler 


and it is the intention of her owner 
as soon as she is launched to take her 
north through Lesser Slave’ River 
while the water is high. She will be 
christened ‘‘The Northern Light’? and 
is constructed so that she will carry 
from twenty-five to thirty thousand 
|tons in three feet of water.

Mr. and Mrs. Campbell Benson leave 
this morning for their home in Grand 
Prairie, they go by Lesser Slave Lake.
